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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of New 
Hampshire the Commissioners of Carroll County submit their 
annual report together with the report of the Superintendent of 
the County Farm and of the various other County Officers. 


It is gratifying to report that Carroll County is closing the 
year of 1963 with a balance of over $14,000.00. Money appropri- 
ated by the Delegation, was all spent, but estimated income was 
larger than expected, which accounts for this balance. 


Superintendent and Mrs. Stokes are continuing very satis- 
factory work at the Home, and operated within the budget 
allocated to them, even though unexpected repairs to the 
sprinkler system, costing $2,457.50 were necessitated. The Institu- 
tion is full, with 30 people in the Alms House, and 22 in the 
Infirmary. Of these, all but two are paying board, or having it 
paid for them. The two could not meet Federal requirements. 
There were fourteen deaths at the institution during 1963. The 
production of milk for consumption on the place has been 
abandoned, and five of the high producing cows sold; the rest 
were bred to either Angus or Hereford bulls, to produce beef, 
for use as meat at the institution. Fourteen were slaughtered 
during 1963, these animals dressed 6,230 pounds. A hay crusher 
and new truck were authorized by the Delegation, and both were 
purchased, the crusher for $760.00 and a G.M.C. truck from the 
Northway Motor Sales at a cost by bid of $2,244.50. Antiquated 
electric wiring in the Alms House has been a hazard, and $750.00 
was spent during 1963 to replace this with romex, new switches 
and safe outlets. Linoleum squares were laid in upper halls, and 
an electric stove, as well as chrome chairs and a chrome table in 
the Infirmary. 


The Court House came in for some painting, both inside 
and out. The front steps were capped and faced with brick, and 
a railing placed in the center of them. Some landscaping was 
also done under the supervision of County Agent, John Damon. 
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Public Welfare expenses balanced off, with Direct Aid going 
over some $1,200.00, and Aid to Dependent Children being under 
about the same amount. It is next to impossible to estimate 
what will be needed in these departments, since hospital and 
medical bills are unpredictable. 


The above is a report of the principle departments over 
which the Commissioners have jurisdiction.

During the past year, the Home has operated at full capacity. 
The 51 inmates are all under close supervision of the nursing 
staff. Chronic diseases are common, and the staff makes strong 
efforts to keep illness under control, to improve it if possible, 
and to make life pleasanter for the inmates. 


Influenza immunization was accomplished for 95% of the 
patients and staff again this year. Again, no “flu” epidemic has 
occurred in the Home. 


I would like to commend the Nursing Staff for their con- 
tinuing excellence in their work. They do a difficult job very 
well.
